Garden, addressed the most notable 
gathering of his three campaigns. 
The great oval ampihitheateir of the 
garden held a throng of thousands 
limited only by its vast -capac'ty. The 
police early in the evening cut off 
all access to 'the "building, with 
a 


disappointed waiting; line blocks in 
length. 


The meeting took superior rank in 


the 
distinguished 
personnel of itt> 


speakers and party leaders, who sat 
with Mr. Biryan on the platform. 


It was 10:15 when Mr. Bryan fi- 


nally reached the garden. His coming 
was heralded by eager outposts at 
the doar and the first cry of "Bryan" 
brought every man and woman to 
their feet in one rising wave of hu- 
manity. A* flag w.as in ithe hands of 
every person in the vast audience, 
and ithe scene was strikingly a -rep- 
etition of the demonstration at Den- 
ver when Mr. Bryan was nominated. 
The waving of the flags in a,rippling 
sea of color, the cheering and

music lasted for 14 minutes.

dent's letter^ and cited instances in 
Ohio in which T»olitical patronage was 
bartered for Taft's support. 
• All this time Frank H. Hitchcock, 
an employe of the postal department, 
was working in the soutn. snd through 
the power of political patronage se- 
cured outright or set up contesting 
delegations for Taft. where Senator 
Foraker expected to have a number 
of delegates favoring his nomination 
for president. 


Hitchcock was placed in charge of 


the steam roller at Chicago and. sit- 
Hng in the national committee on a 
proxy (a wholly unprecedented pro- 
ceeding), he helped to unseat 216 of 
these contesting delegates for For- 
aker and the allies. Of these 216 con- 
testing delegates 87 were federal 
officeholders, and of the total number
